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C.I.A. Used Satellites for Spying ^ 
On Antiwar Protesters in U.Sj 



■ WASHINGTON, July 16 (UPI) — The 
Central Intelligence Agency used intelli- 
gence satellites in the late 1960’s to spy on 
American students engaged in antiwar 
demonstrations, a series of formerly 
classified documents disclosed today. 

The papers revealed the C.I_Ai -also 
monitored foreign broadcasts of antiwar 
activities by Jane Fonda, the actress, and 
former Attorney General Ramsey Clark. 

The C.I.A. papers said the questionable 
spying on Americans — ordered “at the 
request of’ President Johnson’s White 
House — was ail attempt to check “possi- 
ble foreign corn ections with the U.S. anti- 
war movement.” ; 

The C-I-A. (tventually conceded the 
spying — a post ible violation of the agen- 
cy’s charter — liad failed to find any links 
between foreign institutions- and Ameri- 
can mtiwar act ivistaj. 'r, . 

The Center for National Security 
Studies, a privately financed research or- 
ganization generally critical of American 
intelligence activities, obtained the docu- 
ments under aFreedom of Information 
Act request.- . 

The C-I-A. collected the documents, 
known colloquially as the “family 
jewels” because of their closedly guard- 
ed, sensitive nature, during an in-house 
investigation ordered by James R. 
Schlesinger, ths agency's Director at the 


time. P 

Mr. Schlesinger, now Energy Secre-i 
tmy, requested a report on all C.I.A. ac- 
tivities that might be considered outside 
the agency's authority. The agency's 
charter forbids the it from engaging iia * 
domestic intelligence activities. - \
